TEL AVIV -- Drivers stepped out of 
their cars and residents stood on 
their roofs yesterday to get a 
glimpse of the aircraft from the mas- 
sive air show that opened the IDF 
parade in Ramat Gan stadium and 
then passed over this city and the 
rest of the country.

U.S. SECRETARY of State George Shultz’s 
talks in Moscow this week will decide the fate of 
the U.S. peace initiative, officials in Jerusalem 


say. 

Notwithstanding the secretary's insistence that 
“no one has said ‘no’ ™ to the plan, officials in 
Jerusalem and elsewhere agree that it is hopeless- 
ly bogged down. But a convergence of U.S. and 
Soviet attitudes towards the American blueprint 
for peace — especially on the disputed modalities 
of the international conference -- would provide a 
much-needed shot of adrenalin to Shultz’s efforts. 

.Failure to narrow the gaps would probably 
leave Shultz with two fall-back achievements: he 
will have provided the next U.S. administration 
with a peace plan, albeit one which is currently 
unacceptable to the parties to the conflict as well 
as a well-detailed map of their positions; and he 


τ will have set the agenda for the upcoming elec- 


tions here. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev and Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnadze, in the wake of 
the signing of the Afghan accords and before the 
killing of PLO leader Abu Jihad, emitted unchar- 
acteristically optimistic statements on the Middle 
East. Shevardnadze said in Geneva last week that 
the prospects for a Middle East settlement were 
good, and Gorbachev, looking Yasser Arafat in 
the eye, emphasized Israel's right to exist and its 
legitimate security concerns. 

In their meeting in Geneva last week, Shultz 
and Shevardnadze failed to discuss Middle East 
issues. Shultz told Israel's ambassador in Wash- 
ington this week that the issue will feature promi- 
nently in his talks with Shevardnadze which begin 
today. Given the latest Soviet positions, Shultz 
has his work cut out for him. 


IN TALKS with American officials, the Soviets 
have stressed the following points in their Middle 
East policy: a 

O The right of the Palestinians to self 
determination. 

© The PLO must be represented in peace talks, 
preferably within a united Arab delegation. The 
Soviets have added, however, that they would not 
object to any form of representation which is 
acceptable to the PLO. 

O The international conference will not be able to 
impose an agreement on the negotiating sides or 
to veto an agreement reached by them. The con- 
ference plenum, however, will be an “active” 
one, authorized to “assist” the sides in reaching 
agreement and to “recommend” solutions to 
them. The U.S. proposes that the conference 


hear periodical “reports” on the progress of the 
talks, : 


O In case of deadlocked bilateral talks, each side 
can unilaterally “refer™ issues in dispute to the 
conference plenum. The U.S. insists that the 
“reports” to the conference be submitted ‘in a

mutually agreed manner.” 

ΓΙ UN Security Council Resolution 242, which is 
the agreed basis for the talks, must be amended to 
include recognition of the Palestinian right to self- 
determination. 

When he last visited the area, Shultz told For- 
eign Minister Shimon Peres that he is confident 
that he can reach an accord with the Soviets. 

The Soviet championing of the PLO is seen by 
officials here as the inverse of the special stature 
which the U.S. derives from its relations with 
Israel. The Soviets view the PLO as their “diplo- 
matic vehicle” Into the Middle East process. 

In this context, it is worth noting that PLO 
Chairman Arafat was reportedly greatly discour- 
age by his last visit to Moscow, during which he 
heard Gorbachey’s lecture on the right of Israel 
to exist. Arafat has realized, informed sources 
here say, that the Soviets' current top priority is 
their relations with the U.S.. Thus, the Soviet 
backing of the PLO is.conditional and subservient 
to their wider interests. 

The killing of Abu Jihad is viewed by some in 
Jerusalem as conducive to Soviet efforts to induce 
Arafat to accept the Jordanian conditions for 
Participation in peace talks, mainly the accep- 
tance of 242. The third leg of the PLO “triumvi- 
rate.” Abu Tyad, is thought to be a Soviet sup- 
porter, as opposed to Abu Jihad who disdained 
Arafat's diplomatic maneuverings. 

On the other hand, some statements by Soviet 
commentators in the wake of the Saturday opera- 
tion in Tunis have been the harshest levelied at 
Israel in quite ἃ while. And internal PLO pres- 
sures resulting from the killing may have put 
Arafat in a position where he is “incapable” of 
bowing to Soviet pressure.

ship was highlighted by the fact the the only 
announcement to date of Shevardnadze’s im- 
pending visit to the Middle East - which aroused 
more excitement in Israel, where the Soviet for- 
eign minister will apparently not visit, than any- 
where else — emanated from Amman. Moscow 
has yet to acknowledge the planned tour, which is 
how expected to take place after Shevardnadze’s 
talks with Shultz and in preparation for the May

ONE SABBATH night six years 
ago, Ya’ir Greenberg, then 18 
months old, wandered out of the 
Jewish settlement of Psagot, north 
of Jerusalem, and into the neigh- 


. bouring Arab town of Al-Bira. 


As Greenberg's parents searched 
the settlement for him, the boy 
sauntered past a few of the Arab 
houses down the street. A confused 
crowd formed around him. They 
soon realized that he had probably 
come from the settlement, and one 


and its neighbours have been largely 
severed in the hostile climate of the 
past four months. That has pained a 
number of the settlers here, who 
feel that they had, until four months 
ago, generally succeeded in getting 
along with their neighbours. 

“We didn't come here to fight 
with anyone,” said Nehama Fel- 
heimer. “Just as Arabs live in the 
Galilee, we wanted to live here in 
peace.” 


. THE ROCK-THROWERS and 


petrol bombers of the intifada (up- 
rising), however, saw no reason to 
exempt Psagot. About five weeks 
ago, a bus that was on its way to pick 
up the settlement’s schoolchildren 
was hit by a petrol bomb and bummed 
entirely. The bus driver escaped 
without injury. : 

Roughly three weeks ago, the 
same thing happened to a taxi driver 
who lives in the settlement. He, too, 
managed to escape, though his car 
was reportedly gutted.

Shortly after the taxi was at- 
tacked, some of the settlers went 
down the road that leads from the 
settlement to the Jerusalem-Ramal- 
lah highway early one morning, 
shattering the windows of the 
ing along the way, neighbours 
said. 
One of the settlers confirmed that 
this happened, but portrayed it as a 
Tesponse to repeated attempts on

“But why should they break our 
windows? " responded one of Psa- 
got’s Arab neighbours. ‘We didn't 
throw the petrol bomb."

w letters written, graffiti-like, 
on strategic walls -- a response to the 
vandals who destroyed the signs. 
The vandals, however, have been 
known to black out, or draw over, 
the makeshift: markers, thus sug- 
gesting a continuing struggle to draw 
and erase, draw and erase the path 
to the red-roofed houses on the hill. 

The symbolic significance of the 
damaged signs does not escape the 
residents here. Nor do the nuances 
of the recent media coverage in the 
territories, which they believe por- 
tray all settlers as militant provoca- 
teurs, or as parasites sapping the 
army's strength. 


WHEN. TZIPPY MACK and her 
family arrived at Psagot about seven 
years ago, they were one of five 
families installed in temporary 
dwellings on the hill with a com- 
manding view of Jerusalem to the 
south, Al-Bira and Ramallah to the 
west, and the Dead Sea in the dis- 
tance to the southeast. There was 
already a small military installation 
on the spot. Some roads had been 
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The older, temporary houses at Psagot and the buildings of neighbouring 


carved out by Jordanian developers 
who had planned to build houses 
before the 1967 war altered every- 
one’s plans. 

The five families’ arrival sparked 
a petition τὸ the High Court of Jus- 
tice from AI-Bira landowners, who 
claimed that if the army wasn't go- 
ing to use the land for military pur- 
poses, then they should be allowed 
to build there. But the High Court 
tuling gave the settlers a green light. 
More and more temporary buildings 
sprang up. = 

Psagot grew to 25 families, and to 
70 families (about 400 people) to- 
day. Many residents are profession- 
als — teachers, lawyers. engineers, 
doctors and professors — who com- 
mute to Jerusalem to work. But 
there are also local enterprises, such 
as a jewelry factory. The settlement 
houses a rabbinical institute and the 
offices of the Binyamin Regional 
Council. 

Though it is affiliated with Hapoel 
Hamizrahi’s settlement organiza- 
tion, Psagot has no single political 
ideology. Residents say they vote 
for the Likud, Tehiya, and the Na- 
tional Religious Party ~ even the 
Labour Party in a few instances. 


If there is one single principle that : 


unites people here, it is that the 
settlement's development should 
not, and need not, be at the Arabs’ 
expense, settlers said. 

“We came to build our own settle- 
ment, not to take Ramallah away 
from them,” said Rivka Drori, an 
immigrant from the Soviet Union. 
“T lived here about two years [be- 
fore all the trouble started]. I re- 
member thinking that here, practi- 
cally in the middie of the city of 
Ramailah, there's a settlement that 
lives quietly with its neighbours. 

“One day, suddenly, everything 
tumed around,” Drori said. “We

thought that there was some kind of 
pressure from outside. The same 
people who yesterday shook our 

ds are now the ones throwing the 
stones.” 

After the taxi cab was ignited by a 
petrol bomb, Psagot residents held a 
general assembly. They resolved to 
rely on the IDF to decide on the 
appropriate response. The army has 
uprooted trees near the spot where 
the petrol bomb was hurled at the 
empty school bus. It has also in- 
creased its patrols to and from the 
settlement. 


PSAGOT'S Palestinian neighbours, 
several of whom were interviewed 
but declined to give their names, 
view the situation quite differently 
from their houses located just down 
the hill. 

Before the intifada, one 38-year- 
old man agreed, “E ing was 
alright. They went their way. We 
went ours.“ 

But now that everything has 


soured, the man said he feels unduly - 


victimized by settlers and soldiers 
alike. “We live scared day and 
night,” he said. “I'm more scared of 
the settlers than the army. The army 
has its rules, but the settlers have no 
tules that they must follow. 

“The way they [the settlers] think, 
they want the whole.iand, all of it,” 
the man continued. “They don’t 
want peace. This our land; our 
rights to it are greater than theirs.” 


Two brothers, ages 23 and -26, .

But the uprising has also brought 
the settlers closer to the army that 
protects them, Soldiers stationed in’ 
the area are housed at the settle- 
ment, and they generaily dine in the 
settlers’ homes on Shabbat. This, 
the settlers said, has provided an 
opportunity for Psagot residents to 
correct some of the reserve soldiers” 
misconceptions about them. 

“One of the soldiers asked me, 
‘How much more time do you have 
to be here?" " said Moti Levy. “He 
was certain that we get our electric- 
ity for free. and our house for free, 
and that the only thing we have to 
buy is our food. 1 showed him all my 
bills, and explained that it costs me 
more to live here than in 
Jerusalem.” 

The security argument still figures 
largely in many of the settlers’ rea- 
sons for living here. “I hate seeing 
the Palestinians on the roads having 
their papers checked.” Felheimer 
said. “But if they were to sit on 
these hills, I'm sure that they would 
have weapons, and that Jerusalem 
would be in danger.” -

AFTER CENTURIES of humiliation, culminating in the 


. Satanic horror visited upon them in the pits of Auschwitz, 


the Jewish people now stood heroically with restored digni- 
ty. The headlines then only saw the valiant and ever- 
youthful Israeli soldiers, but the sapient Borges, although a 
non-Jew, discerned the historic lineaments etched in their 
and every Jew’s smile. 

The smiles were prompted not only by the joy of victory, 
but by the relief of avoiding the grip of the Apocalypse. The 
six, swift days that led to their victory were preceded by a 
protracted period of anxious waiting, and premonitions that 
the infant Jewish state would suffer at the hands of a vastly 
superior enemy a Holocaust similar to that expetienced by 
the Jews of Europe a mere score of years earlier. 

Somehow, given the dramatic, quickly shifting courter- 
poise of visions of doom and sudden victory, the war of 
June 1967 captured, even more than the birth of the state in 
1948, the i ination of the world. For 2,000 years of exile, 
the People of Israel had dreamed of their return to Zion, 
and there, after six days of battle, they stood and prayed at 
the foot of Western Wall which had become the symbol of 
their millennial longing, to be a free people in their own 
land.

“TO BE A free people ia our land” is, of course, the 


familiar refrain of Hatikva, now the national anthem of the - 


State of Israel, echoes the fundamental Utopian impulse of 
Zionism. Indeed, Zionism was born of a dream of freedom 


- freedom not only from the oppression of the Exile, but ἢ 


also freedom for the Jews to create their own history and 
culture. . ᾿ 

No longer “ἃ face condemned to wear a mask.” the Jews 
would be free to give full expression to their cultural and 
spiritual identity. Restored to their ancient patrimony, they 
would enjoy anew the liberating nurture of the Holy Land 


and tongue. Political sovereignty would bear in its bosom ἡ 


the supreme gift of cultural sovereignty. : 
Herzl had envisaged the Jews’ retum to history, facilitat- 


"ed by the consent of the community of nations, as an 


untroubled event which would be crowned by the emer- 
gence of the reborn nation of Israel as ἃ Switzerland or 
Sweden ofthe Mediterranean, enjoying prosperity, and 
tranquil relations with their neighbours. 

The Arabs, Herzl was convinced, would readily and 

warmly appreciate the Jew’s beneficent presence. But alas, 
the Jewish people had no such “moral luck.” Their retum 
to the Jand of Zion occurred at an unhappy juncture, when 
the Arab population of Palestine was growing rapidly and 
developing national aspirations of its own. Attendant on 
the birth of Zionism was a tragic conflict with the Arab 
people. 
THE PHILOSOPHER and one of the fathers of the Zionist 
movement, Martin Buber, held that the “Arab question” 
would ultimately be adjudged a Jewish question. For just as 
in Europe the Jewish question was in some fundamental 
seuse a Christian question, testing as it did the moral and 
spiritual resources of Christianity to be witnesses of God's 
grace and love, so the conflict with the Arabs constitutes a 
grave test of the ethical teachings of Judaism. 

Buber’s challenge is perhaps unfair. For clearly the con- 
flict, enmeshed as it is in complex geopolitical factors, is to 
be resolved in terms which are beyond the ken of mere 
moral judgments. 

Yet the very impulse that gave birth to Zionism — the 
vision of not just a free people but ἃ free Jewish people — 
obliges us, the citizens of the State of Israel, not to bow to 
the cynicism of Realpolitik and utterly disown the ethical 
precepts of our prophets and sages. 

In sponsoring the return of the Jews to history -- as 
politically and culturafly sovereign actors in shaping their 
destiny — Zionism by its very nature would not allow the 
Jews to turn their backs on the imperatives of their 
heritage. i 


After all, the vision of Zionism was that the ethical and 


- social ideals of Judaism would be taken from the isolated 


precincts of the synagogue, where those ideals had been 
preserved as a pions litany, and translated into the concrete 
texture of our life as a living people. Pare 

_ To be sure, as an ideal this aspect of the Zionist vision Is 
destined to elude realization. But precisely because it is a0 
ideal it is there to challenge us and serve as ἃ yardstick of 
our actions. 

Allegiance to ideals we know cannot be fulfilled may be 
called the prophetic paradox - a paradox that lies at the 
very heart of Jewish teachings. Zionism envisioned this 
paradox as constituting ἃ creative tension informing Jewish 
political life. 


’ FROMTHE perspective of this aspect of the Zionist vision, 


the current disturbances in the West Bank and Gaza Strip, 
with horrifying detail in the world press and 
electronic media, are particularly troubling. 

‘The disturbances highlight a fact a of us i 
preferred to ignore. Unwittingly, Israel become a colo- 
nialist society, with all the attendant. social and moral 
distortions. What is certain is that the longer this situation 
persists, the deeper these aberrations of the Jewish tradi- 
tion (at least as we fantasize that tradition to be) will 
become. : ᾿ 

Comparisons with South Africa are irrelevant and mis- 
leading. In its own terms, the situation is reprehensible and 
constitutes a deep scar on the moral countenance of the 
Jewish people. rome 

Occupation of the West Bank and the Gaza Strip has 
disfigured us — and to realize how badly, we only need look 
in the mirror of our ancient conscience. The reprobation of 
others can never hit as hard as when — in moments of 
contrition -- we observe our current image from the pexspec- 
tive of our tortured history as an abused people and our 
finely-tuned ethical teachings. In the light of the vision of 
the prophet Isaiah that “Zion will be redeemed with jus- 
tice” (1: 27), the current situation is clearly a scandal — a 
scandal in the deepest moral and theological sense. 

In biblicat terminology, 40 years is a period of matura- 
tion, of spiritual and moral growth: the Children of Israel 
required 40 years -to cross the wilderness of Sinai to 
free : 


dom. 

As the State of Israe! enters its 40th year, let us pray that 
it attains moral maturity, and the refined freedom that 
growth implies, and seeks to redress the scandal that so 
blights its body politic and soul. In this 40th year of the 
reborn Jewish state, the Zionist dream must be inspired by 
the exhortatious of Isaiah...

In this article, written before the 
latest schismatic NRP develop- 
ments, the writer looks at the politi- 
cal undercurrents of the Sephardi 
constituency, and its political and 
social vulnerability. 


TRADITIONALLY, the Sephardi 
and Oriental communities in Israel 
were known for their tolerance and 
moderate views on both political 
and religious matters. 

Unlike Eastern European Jews,

Israel, Zionism, and anything to do 
with the secular and moder world. 
Inspired by this ideology, the new 

. Sephardi found himself on the side 
of extremism, and against both the 
religious and the political 
establishment. 

Psychologically, this position was 
particularly attractive to the Israeli 
Sephardi, as it provided him with an 
avenue for venting his long frustra- 
tion with both the religious and the 
secular establishment. 


who were generally divided into two 
Opposing camps, the “secular” and 
the “religious,” in; never 
permitted this type of internal divi- 
sions. People on both sides of the 
fence were conciliatory in their 
views and tolerant with the dissent- 


ing party. 

Religious leaders had a healthy 
respect for the secular establish- 
ment. They did not oppose secular 
education, mmilitary service or na- 
tional institutions. More important- 
ly, they did not regard modernity or 
material progress as a threat to Ju- 
daism and Jewish life. 

Most Sephardi rabbis of the last 
generation allowed secular educa- 
tion in their communities. also 
fespected the new sociological 


In an outstanding responsum, 
Rabbi Ben-Zion Uziel, the first Se- 
phardi chief rabbi of the State of 
Israel, permitted women to vote and 
hold public office. Service in the 
armed forces and the defence of the 
state were regarded as religious du- 
ties of the highest order. There were 
good, well-balanced relations with 
the secular and less religious 
elements. 

The secular leadership reciprocat- 
ed. Unlike his Ashkenazi counter- 
part, the secular Sephardi never felt 
alienated from religion. It is a well- 
known fact that up to 1961, and 
even later, in Jerusalem and other 
cities, secular Sephardim would at- 
tend Sabbath services in the morn- 
ing before going to watch the foot- 
ball game in the afternoon. 

Extremism on either side was un- 
heard of. Indeed, many Ashkenaz- 


im admired the Sephardim for their 
religious and political tolerance, and 
taunted their owa communities for 
not following the Sephardi example. 


THIS SCENARIO has changed 
radically, In the last few years, Se- 
fi communities in Israel and the 

i have been swept by an 
unprecedented religious fervour and 
are becoming more and more intol- 
erant and extremist. 

The large Sephardi yeshivot, such 
as Porat Yosef, Kol Ya’akov and 
Hazon Ovadia, are now controlled 
by ultra-Orthodox extremists. Stu- 
dents coming out of these institu- 
tions are more interested in chang- 
ing the religious and political 
structure of the community than in 


‘teaching, 


Since many Sephardi synagogues 
depend on these and similar institu- 
tions for religious guidance, the av- 
erage Sephardi, particularly in Isra- 
el, is becoming deeply involved in 
religious extremism. Let me illus- 
trate with an event that borders on 
the comic, but nonetheless reflects 
the new ideology. 

Last ‘summer, staying in Jerusa- 
lem, I regularly attended a Sephardi 
synagogue. One afternoon, a group 
among the congregation were agi- 
tated because the young man who 
was invited to conduct the services 
wore only a kippa in the street, and 
not a regular hat. One of them, 
with disregard for the rabbi of 
the synagogue, got up and delivered 
a homily. 

His point was that Aaron, the 
high priest of Israel, had (I am quot- 
ing) a migbo’at gedola, a larpe hat, 
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and therefore it is improper for any- 
one to serve as a hazan unless he, 


gogue. shouting apikoros (heretic) 
and other insults at the religious 
leaders. : 

Such scenes would have been im- 
possible half a decade ago. 


HARASSED BY religious terror- 
ists and ultra-fanatics, moderate Se- 
phardi religious leaders are intimi- 
dated and fearful of reprisals. Those 
who dare to speak up are branded as 
heretics and subjected to slander 
and character assassination. 

What is happening? A historical 
perspective would be helpful in un- 
derstanding the situation. 

From the dawn of Zionism, the 
Sephardi communities failed to set 
up a modern organization that 
would enable them to partici 
effectively within the Jewish wed, 
and promote their own specific in- 
terests and values. 

The reasons for this failure were 
varied. They ranged from the politi- 
cal and economic, that came with 
the collapse of the Ottoman Em- 
Pire, to the cultural and educational. 

The overriding reason, however, 
was that Sephardi organizations 
were invariably established by lay 
leaders along purely secular lines. 
The result was dismal, especially in 
Israel. 

All the different “Oriental” par- 
ties established along ethnic and po- 
litical ideologies collapsed. The Se- 
phardim in Israel, as well as 
throughout the Diaspora, refused to

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identify with them, and continued to 
support the well- established politi- 


the first time in history, Sephardi 
feaders are now establishing and di- 
recting political parties along reli- 
gious lines.

THERE ARE THREE Specific fac- 
tors contributing to the success of 
the ultra-Orthodox movement.

Accordingly, they 
were able to use the Sephardi Yeshi- 
va, supported by all the communi- 
ties throughout the Diaspora, and 
its fund-raising apparatus as the ba- 
sis for their political activities and 
organization. 
Since in many instances the fund- 
raising campaign is conducted by the 
. rabbi, under the auspices of the syn- 
agogue (e.g., the Sephardi syna- 
gogue in Deal, N.J.), the. average 
Sephardi Jew in the U.S. is persuad- 
_ @d that he is contributing to some 
religious institution, rather than to a 
political party. And indeed, for in- 
come-tax ;, they are listing 
it as a religious contribution. At the 
same time, the religious leaders are 
able to reach the Sephardim who 
traditionally voted for the NRP and 
Agudat Yisrael.

THIS NEW situation has brought 
about a radical change in the role of 
the Sephardi rabbi. The strength (as 
well as the weakness) of the tradi- 
tional rabbi was the fact -that he 
consistently refused to get involved 
in any form of politics. With the 
death of one of the last Talmudic 
luminaries of the Sephardi world, 
the revered Rabbi Ezra Attie, head 
of Yeshivat Porat Yosef, an intellec- 
tual vacuum was left at the highest 
institution of learning. 

The opportunity was seized to im- 
plement a radical change. Teachers 
as well as students saw their role 
more as political activists than as 
pedagogues and spiritual leaders. 

In a relatively short time, many of 
the Sephardi yeshivot, led by Porat 
Yosef, Kol Ya'akov and Hazon 
Ovadia, became the mouthpieces 
‘for the new political ideology: the 
Sephardi institutions of higher 
learning became more involved in 
politics than education. -

IN MORE SENSES than one, the 
death of Khalil Al-Wazir (Abu Ji- 
had) has been a political barometer. 
The shock, the mourning, the near- 
hysterical hero-worship on the part 
of the Palestinian Arabs -- not to 
mention others farther afield — have 
indeed been revealing. AG 
‘The virtual absence of inhibitions 
about the nature of Abu Jihad’s 
“heroism” or the value system it 
symbolized must have been a de- 
pressing experience for all those 
who have deluded themselves about 
the peace-loving intentions and po- 
tential of the Palestinian Arabs. It is 
no longer enough to dismiss those 
who doubt such claims as racists or 
chauvinists, or as purveyors of Jew- 
The outpouring of Palestinian 
Arab grief was not that of a vocifer- 
ous minority; unfortunately, it was 
shared by Israel's Arab citizens as 
well. 
Speculation as to who killed Abu 
Jihad would seem to be far less im- 
t than the solidarity and iden- 
tification of Palestinian Arabs with 
The very name “Father of Jihad” 
— of holy war against the Jews in 
i and the West in general — 
was obviously adopted by Al-Wazir 
to demonstrate that he. sought no 
political compromises or solutions.

THE BAROMETRIC nature of 
Western reaction to Abu Jihad’s 
death is no less revealing. While Pal- 
estinian Arab shock at the loss of 
their hero is at least understandable 
within the context of their “ethical” 
code, Western condemnation of the 
killing reflects its own brarid of mor- 
al degeneration and schizophrenia.

MUCH OF THIS sloppy Israeli 
thinking is traceable to the UN and 
the Third World. It is as though 
Israel’s left has forgotten that self- 
determination is meaningless unless 
it is fulfilled within the context of 
democracy; as though the non-dem- 
ocratic Palestinian Arabs or any oth- 
er Arab community can achieve self- 
determination under authoritarian 
leadership. 

While Israel cannot export de- 
mocracy to the Palestinian Arabs 
outside its 1967 lines, no home-pro- 
duced democratic Palestinian Arab 
force exists either. The response to 
Abu Jihad’s death, expressing sup- 
port of the authoritarian PLO, has 
more than adequately verified this 
contention. It is the dominance of 
authoritarianism in the Third World 
— either by tribal or so-called Marx- 
ist ideology — that provides the PLO 
with one-sided support and 
solidarity. 

For too long, West European left- 
ists have forgivingly dismissed the 
possibility of a democratic revolu- 
tion in Third World countries be- 
cause of differences in background 
and development. 

On the one hand, they conve- 
niently forget the backwardness of 
their own societies before the indus- 
trial and bourgeois revolutions. On 
the other hand, they accuse people 
of racism who have the temerity to 
point out the reactionary nature of 
African tribalism or Middle Easter 
secular or religious absolutism. 

Both of these attitudes are dis- 
cernible among Israel's left. togeth- 
er with an of conscience 
about an “ occupation” of territory 
to which the Jews have a more his 
torically justified claim than the Ar- 
abs, or about ruling another people 
on that territory because of the fail- 
ure of that people to succeed in 
committing genocide against the

THE EXCHANGE rate has been stable 
against the “basket of currencies” for the 
past 15 months, but we still face an annual 
inflation rate of between 16 to 17 per cent. 
Last week, much of the economic estab- 
lishment was shocked by the relatively high 
March index of 1.6 per cent which brought 
the inflation. rate to 15,7 per cent during 
the last 12 months and, based on the first 
quarter, to an annual rate for 1988 of 17.4 
per cent. Why do we have such high infia- 
tion in the absence of a devaluation? 

Some economists suggest that it is dan- 
gerous to stay at the same level of inflation 
for a long time, since once inflation is 
rooted in the economy, it usually increases 
with no warning. Hence we had better 
recognize the reasons for the current infla- 
tion so we can lower it to around 5 per cent 
per annum -- the rate of inflation of West- 
ern industrial countries. 

Excluding fruit and vegetables, inflation 
rose by 3.3 per cent during the first quarter 
of the which translates into a lower. 
inflation level of 13.9 per cent in annual 
terms. :

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Terrorism’s protectors... 


IF responsibility for the proliferation of international lawless- 

ness and terrorism, notably in the Middle East, were duly 

apportioned, a major share of it would be laid at the door of 

the UN body formed for the specific purpose of keeping world 

ἢ peace and security. It is thus only natural that the Tunisian 

| government’s complaint against Israel's alleged “complicity” 

Ἰ in the slaying, on Tunisian-soil, of the PLO’s chief terror - 
strategist, Khalil al-Wazir, alias Abu Jihad, should be lodged 
with the UN Security Council. — ᾿ ᾿ 

There, Tunisia’s foreign minister is likely to have little 
difficulty selling the notion that Israel has again violated his 
country’s sovereignty and territorial integrity, and should be 
roundly condemned for it. Especially since, as the UN’s secre- 
tary general, Perez de Cuellar, has now recalled, the council 
already “vigorously condemned” Israel for its 1985 air raid on 
PLO headquarters in Tunis. The fact that the Tunisian govern- 
ment has, by its own admission, only “highly probable” and 
not positive evidence of Israeli involvement in the killing of 
Abu Jihad should not present much of a problem. 

It may indeed be doubted whether anything but a U.S. veto 
could prevent a Security Council resolution to that effect in 
conclusion of the debate that was to have started in New York 
yesterday. 

Such has been the role of the Security Council in the 
assurance of the Jewish state's peace and security during its 
entire first forty years, that Israelis have come to expect the 
worst of that body and to greet with astonishment any depar- ἡ 
ture by the council from its mostly baleful attitude towards this 
country. The most memorable such departure was signified by 
the November 22, 1967 resolution acknowledging for the first 
time ever, and only in the wake of the Six-Day War, Israel’s 
sovereign right to live in peace within secure and recognized 
boundaries. 

That sovereign right has not, however, been interpreted to 
mean that, where the Security Council is unable, or unwilling, 
to take action against, Arab terrorism directed at Israel, Israel 
for its part is entitled to take measures in its own defence. The 
Arab states, on the other hand, have always been able to count 
on complete immunity from censure for their own acts of 
aggression against Israel and for their patronage, direct or 
indirect, of PLO terrorism. 

When the government of Tunisia offered to host the PLO 
after its banishment from Lebanon, late in 1982, it could not 
have failed to realize the meaning of that gesture. For the 
gesture plainly meant that Tunisian territory would from then 
on be used not only for the spread of nationalist Palestinian 
propaganda, but for the bloody prosecution of terrorism. 

Israel might, of course, have then sought to arraign Tunisia 
before the Security Council for an act violating its sovereignty 
and territorial rb That was not done because ample 
precedent had shown the utter futility of any move predicated 
on the council's abandonment of its notorious, in-built double 
standard. The Security Council has been, and remains, the 
protector not of the victims but of the authors, and the 
abetters, of Palestinian terrorism. 

By continuing to play that role the council, and especially 
the well-known group of four among its five permanent mem- 
bers, will achieve nothing but the forfeiture of whatever claim 
of right it may think it has to contribute to Arab-Israel 


peacemaking. 


...and champions at home 


ON THE EVE of Israel's Independence Day this week, a 
group of Arab-Israeli notables is reported to have offered 
condolences to the Supreme Moslem Council in East Jerusa- 
Jem for the violent death of Abu Jihad at his home in Tunis the 
Saturday before. A representative of the group later told Israel 
Television's Hebrew news programme that Khalil al-Wazir 
had been a great Palestinian leader, and his passing was to be 
mourned. Asked whether he was not disturbed by the late 
great leader’s specialty, deadly indiscriminate terrorism, the 
Arab notable said it had been no worse than Israel’s own. 

Such sentiments, and their public expression, bear examina- 
tion. Significantly, the contention was not that the killing of 
Abu Jihad, assuming it had indeed been carried out by Israeli 
commandos, was-a politically deplorable move since it had 
thrown a monkey-wrench into the peace process. That would 
have been an arguable proposition. 

But the point seems rather to have been that since Abu 
Jibad had fought to win an independent state for the Palestin- 
ian people, his modus operandi was a matter of total irrele- 
vance, The mass murders of Israeli civilians he had planned, 
and which his operatives had on a few occasions successfully 
carried out, were thus right and proper. Or at least they were 
entirely forgivable, and no different morally from the mea- 
sures Israel had been taking to punish and deter terrorism. 

Whether Abu Jihad’s “moderate” programme had in fact 
been vastly different from that of Yasser Arafat's other chief 
aide, the “extremist” Salah Khalaf, alias Abu Iyad, who has 
just assured a leading Kuwaiti newspaper that the fight is for 
“all Palestine,” is a detail worth exploring. But even if the two 
arch-terrorists did, strangely, differ in theit formulation of the 
PLO’s basic aims, it is a mistake for Israeli Arabs to 
assume that the freedom of expression granted them as citizens 
of this democratic land includes the right to, in effect, preach 
terrorism against it. 

Such criminal folly has been the undoing of the Palestinians 
for many decades. It is dismaying that there should be Israeli 
Arab leaders today who still have not drawn the obvious moral 
from the melancholy history of their own people. ᾿
